Miscellaneous: 


• The minutes of the September meeting were accepted as presented. 

• Shelly reported on a recent Mass. Dept, of Energy Resources event on plug-in hybrid vehicles. Emissions are more 
easily controlled at a single source (power plant) than from thousands of tailpipes, but charging stations would be 
needed. The state has issued an RFP for providing them. Green Communities would have priority. The state has 
$200,000 available from a settlement with a polluting utility. 

• Town Day went well, SA had displays on “Windows on Water” and the Oct. 1 Green Buildings open house. 

• The 10-10-10 event was tire pressure checking held at the Global service station on Mass. Ave., which provided the 
equipment. 

• Bus shelters: The Selectmen are ready to open negotiations with Cemusa for 9 or 10 shelters on Mass. Ave. They 
think the support of SA was helpful. 

• The Town’s fiscal problems will probably lead to putting an override and PAYT, a.k.a. SMART, on next year’s ballot. 

Ryan read a draft statement in support of SMART, which was accepted by the meeting but won’t be publicized until 
after the Nov. 2 elections. 

SA can also help promote SMART by researching the experience of towns which are already using it, to find out if any problems 
(e.g. dumping) arose and how they are being handled. Volunteers are needed; research needs to be done between November 
and January. 


• We need to talk to our state representatives about the problems caused by restrictions on e-mail communication in 
the new Open Meeting law.
